AUTHORITIES AKE ALARMED

Wil Not Allow DPassengers’ Baggege
or Even Malls to Land-Japan Is
Terribly Siricken- Fifty-One
D aths in Two Weeks,

San Franclseo, Sept, 17.—Three ves-
gels are at the gquarantine statlon at
Angel Island. They are the Pacilie
midl steawmer City of Rio de Janelro,
the Honolulu Packet Steamship come
pany's Allen and the PBritish  ship
Mevioneth, from the port of Rlo de
Janvira, The government authorities
an the islund are bard at work fumi-
gallng pasgengers, baggage, frelght,
ballagt and vesscls, The utmost palng
ure being taken to prevent the intros
duction of cholern from Honolula or
the Oivlent,

When the Rlo de Janelrn left Nagas
sakt the cholers was prevalling, amd In
two weeks there had been 71 cases and
51 deaths, The steamer did not go to
the dock at Nagasakl, but everything
that she took on board was transferred
to her by boat. In a similar manner
she took goods that had come by
gteamer from Shanghal. At Nagasakl
it was stated that no whites had tuken
the cholera,

At Yokohuma there was cholera, but,
aceording to the captain, it was not in
the eity, but Inland. In two weeks
there had been 47 cases and 35 deaths,
The steamer took cargo at Yokohama,
consisting  of silks and  curlos. No
whites had suffered with the cholera
at Yokohuma,

On arviving at ‘Honolulu, every pre-
caution was taken. The steamer an-
chored in the outer harbor, and did not
have any communication with the
ghore, excepl by boat, At the time the
cholera was Increasing. The statement,
glgned by Ellls Mk, the consul gens
eril, gives the number of eases s fifty-
clght, and the number of deaths ns
forty-fonr.  The steamer did not use
witer from Honolulu, even for wash-
Ing the decks. While In the outer har-
bor, the steorage was fumlgated with
sulphivy, Accgrding to the statement
of the Clty of Rio de Janeiro's surgeon,
there was no case of quarantine of the
digease on the vessel from the time
she left Hong Kong,

After latening to this statement and
eximining the papers offersd In sub-
stantiation, 10, Chambers gave It ns
his ompinion that as more than seven
days had elapsed sinee the steamer loft
Honolulu, thore was no possibility of
the cholera being earrled after all the
fumigation, nml in spite of all the pres
cautlons taken, e went to see the
Bonrd of health, and was overruled by
that tody, which recommended the
holiding of the steamer, and her fumi-
Eution at the island. The steamer went
t the Angel I=land quarantine sta-
tion without even delivering her malls,
